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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1 -20 are pending. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the tracking of the users activity and 
generating an acitivity report must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No 
new matter should be entered. 

A proposed drawing correction or corrected drawings are required in reply to the Office 
action to avoid abandonment of the application. The objection to the drawings will not be held 
in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 
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4. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Rangan et 
al., US 6,006,265. 

Rangan discloses, e.g. cols. 9-10, providing video content having a number of products 
featured in the video content which a user (SUV) may connect via a hyperlink, e.g. to a car 
manufacturers site, for viewing specific information of the video content. To provide intemet 
traffic for on-line shopping of products for Rangan would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art. Doing such would implement well known commercial transactions means. 
Official notice is taken that the tracking of the users activity and generating an acitivity report is 
a well known device used within the on-line shopping art. To provide such for Rangan would 
have been an obvious use of means for monitoring users for commercial purposes. 

5. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Stafford's 
"Right Angles - - When Hot horizontal technologies such as the intemet and Nt meet cool 
vertical markets, opportunities abound." 

Stafford discloses, e.g. page 3 of 6, providing video content having a number of products 
featured in the video content, which a consumer may be connected to via a hyperlink for viewing 
specific information of the video content in order to, make a purchase. To provide an image that 
corresponds with a segment of video content for the on-line shopping of products for e- 
commerce transactions for Stafford would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
Doing such would implement inherent Intemet commercial transaction capabilities means 
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contemplated by Stafford. Official notice is taken that the tracking of the users activity and 
generating an activity report is a well known device used within the on-line shopping art. To 
provide such for Stafford would have been an obvious use of means for monitoring users for 
commercial purposes.

Rangan et al, US 6,154,771, discloses hyperlinking to sell products over the Internet. 

Ange, US 6,121,963, discloses a virtual theater.

Davis et al., US 5,796,952, discloses discloses monitoring client interaction over the 
Intemet.
